them late this afternoon. 
Working 


girls whose days' labor was almost 
over were cut down almost without 
warning, by flre. Three girls jumped 
to tbeir death from a burning build- 
ing. 
Distracted, agonized mothers 


wailed foi the return of their daugh- 
ters to-night and they nailed "in vain. 


Bright pretty collar girls who had 


loft their homes in the morning full of 
bfe and health and spirit, never lived 
to tell that tale of agony, torture and 
death. Their poor, charred bodies are 
now resting under tons and tons of 
red hot embers, stone and brick. 
Identity even when found, will prob- 
ably be impossible. 


The scene was one that Troiana will 


never forget. 
It to a black page in the 


city's history, unparalleled in its cen- 
tury of existence. \^ 


The fire started in J. Btetheimer & 


CO.'B whirt-wajst factory, and Van 
Zundt & Jacobs1 collar factory, situa- 
ted in the same buildingat5::iOo'clock. 
There were 300 girla at work ia the 
establishment. 


The flames spread ao rapidly that 


the narrow stairway which was the 
only exit outside of the flre escapes hi 
the rear, was almost cub off and dur- 
ing the panic that followed five em- 
ployes jnmped from the windows, 
three of them to their death and many 
others were injured. 


It is believed by everybody, even the 


proprietors and employes in the shops, 
that about twenty girls were overcome 
before they reached the street, and 
were burned up in the building. Peo- 
ple who were familiar with the inte- 
rior of the building, and knew how 
limited were the means of escape, 
place the total loss at at least thirty. 


The scene of the catastrophe was at 


the corner of Broadway and River 
atreet, a portion of the city character- 
iced for its immense buildings. The 
structure is known as the Burdette 
building, is six stories in height and 
WM occupied by J. Stetheimer & Co., 
whoae factory was situated on the 
fifth floor; Van Zandt & Jacobs, manu- 
facturers of collars and cuffs, who oc- 
cupied the three floors below, and a 
restaurant and saloon on the ground 
floor. There were also several other 
minor enterprises carried on in the 
building. 
the flre which ended so disastrous- 


ly, started in the fifth story, In the 
part occupied by Stetheimer ft Co. 
About 5:25 o'clock this afternoon a lit- 
tle boy attempted to light the gas in 
what is known aa the cutting depart- 
ment. This ia the shirt-waist cutting 
department He climbed on the cut- 
ting table and lighted ttie gas. 
The,n 


he threw the match, which was still 
burning, to the floor and it ignited a 
pile of scrap cambric. * In, an instant 
there was a crackling of fierce and un- 
eontrolable flames and the room waa 
filled with smoke. 


Miss Lillie Krieger, a girl, realizing 


the eminence of the peril, at the 
risk of her own life, rushed through 
the different departments of the build- 
ing and warned the employes of the 
danger. Nothing bat the bravery of a 
volunteer fireman saved her from 
deatn. 


When the employes in the fifth story 


realized that the fire was beyond oqa- 
*rol, and was likely to prove d^aaa* 
trous, a scene of great panic 
d lately ensued. 


The girls rushed about the room, 


home of them found their way down 
the stairway, others succumbed to the 
deuae amoke and sank to the floor and 
borne jumped from the dizzy height of 
the river street windows to the pave- 
ment below. 


About half of the girls who were 


employed on the top floor, fled to the 
flre esoape and found their way to •tfie 
ground in safety. 


For 20 minutes after the flre started 


the scene waa'the moat exciting ever 
witnessed In Troy. 


During this time there waa a con 


tinnoua panic, and in the rush for a 
place ol safety many were injured 
The crash on the atalrway wa» some 
thing frightful. About two hundred 
men and glrla attempted to make their 
escape by this exit at the same time. 
Many were trampled underfoot, the 
ones who were in front were knockefl 
from their feet and thrown to the 
landing and some are said to have been 
left unconscious on the stairway. 


The majority of the employes finally 


reached the street, but they were — 
overcome with excitement that it i 
impossible to learn from them how 
many of them had been left in the 
building. Quite a number found their 
way , ut by means of the flre escapes. 
The bcene waa a moat exciting one. 


The girls fairly threw themaelvesdown 
thejladdera to reach the ground quickly, 
and the fireman had their hands full in 
carrying the girla down the ladders 
from the termlauaof the escape. 


Probably the most heartrending 


acenea were those witnessed on the 
streets. The mothers and other rela- 
tives of the girls who were at work in 
the factory soon learned of the disas- 
ter and hurried to the scene. They 
gathered around the burning building, 
distracted with grief and fear, making 
iaquriea for the loved ones. Borne ol 
.them attempted to rush op into th* 
burning building, and the officers and 
bystanders found it difficult to re- 
strain them. 
A number of women 


were soon on tbeir knees, on the ioe- 
covered pavements, crying piteously to 
Heaven for assistance. 


The spread of the flames was re- 


markable. 
There was a strong wind 


blowing at the time and in less time 
than it takes to tell it, the building 
was afire from top to bottom. Twenty 
.streams of water seemed to have no 
effect and there was every indication, 
early in the evening, that the entire 
block would be consumed. 


The flre extended into the big struc- 


ture north, gutted it, and the Western 
Union also. 
It waa not until four 


hours after the flre started that it was 
under control. 
The loss will reach 


9400,000. The women who were killed 
by jumping from the windows were al- 
most unrecognizable when picked up, 
so fearfully were their heads crushed. 


While the flre was raging in the 


Kenmofre restaurant, Thomas Rosso, 
in Italian peanut vender, who kept a 
itand in front of the place, and who 
ras inside, had a narrow escape from 
Leath. One of the huge timbers fell on 
Urn, and he was imprisoned in the 
ruins, with fire on every side.

men were each badly bruised and

Officer Uurke was qo badly in-

The Italian was rescued later 
and taken to the hospital. The fire- 
men who were injured were caught nn- 
ler falling walls. 


Superintendent of Police Wlllard 


made a careful investigation this even- 
ng, and reported shortly after mid- 
night that it is almost certain that 13 
firls were burned up in the building, 
le believes that there are many more 
who never escaped alive.

good authority that Grant Alter berry, 
who WBI lynched at Sullivan, was really 
about dead when be was strung up to 
the tree in the court house yard. 


Atterberry had made a desperate fight 


for hia life in the county jail when the 
mob came after him. He fought heroic- 
ally with the wooden leg of a table but 
was finally overpowered and dragged 
out with the rope around his neek. 
Parties who claim to know say that the 
back of Atterberry'a head was crushed 
almost to a jelly by repeated blows and 
that he was really dying as he stood be- 
neath the tree. He wee dragged up to 
strangle and gave no sign of a struggle 
except to draw up hia knees slowly and 
let them dowji again. 


PBCUNQ OP AHXICTT. 


There are mteny anxious people in and 


about Sullivan. All are speculating as 
to what course Judge Vail will pursue 
when he comes to Sullivan to begin the 
April term of the circuit court. The 
grand jury had been selected for the 
court term before the hanging occurred. 
It is quite probable that Judge Vail will 
declare the lynching to be murder, pure 
and simple, and he will call upon the 
jury to perform thoir duty without fear 
or favor that no guilty man may escape. 
He will doubtless .insist upon the jury 
making a thorough investigation of the 
acta and doings of the mob, and if the 
jury fails to obey it ia likely that a 
special grand jury will be called to act. 
He did that in the Sam Bush case in 
Decatur. 


The better class of people at Sullivan 


deeply deplore the lynching. They feel 
the disgrace that has come upon Bulli- 
vap and Moultrie county. They feel 
that it would have been far better bad 
the law been allowed to take ita coutee.

lynching, and all gave good accounts. 
The Moultrie County Neict, however, 
gave the best detailed story of the 
banging, covering toe affair in a con- 
nected and graphic manner.

A Braoe of Barn Burners Taken 


from JadL 


OKE BARGED TO THE LIMB OF I TREK. 


During the Excitement Attending the 


Firat Execution the Other Prisoner 


Makes Good flia Escape in 


the Darkness of Night. 


LEXISOTOK, Ky., Feb. 18.—A mob of 


30 masked men attacked the Wayne 
county jail at Jltmticello at on early 
hour Sunday morning. The jailor was 
overpowered, his keys taken away, the 
cells unlocked and Fountain Martin 
and James Troxell white men, who 
were arrested several weeks ago 
charged rvith burning the barn of 
Bonnie Bates, were taken from the 
prison. The men were carried to a 
point near Steubenville, where, in a 
little grove the body of Martin was 
found coir", in death. He had no coat, 
hat or shoes. 


Troxell appeared at a farmhouse 


three miles from the scene of the hang- 
ing and got breakfast Sunday morn- 
ing. 
He said that while the mob was 


hanging Martin he made his escape in 
the darkness. 


This was Uie t»iird attempt to lynch 


Troxell. Three weeks ago he was 
taken from his home by a mob and 
hung to a tree until he was nearly 
dead, in order that he might confess 
to the burning of Dates' barn or tell 
who did it. lie awore out warrants 
the next day for a number of promi- 
nent men in and around Steubenville, 
but he never appeared against them, 
and he was later placed in jail with 
Martin who had at first beea charged 
with burning the Bates' barn. 


While in jail each accused the other 


of burning the barn and of other barn 
burning. 
The 
Htuebeurille people 


learned of these conversations between 
Martin and Troxell and believing thorn 
both guilty of destroying nearly a 
score of barnes in Wayne county dur- 
ing the past year, they determined to 
make short work of them. 


No one has seen Troxell since he got 


breakfast Sunday, and it ia believed he 
is making his way into the Cumber- 
land mountains where1 pursuit would 
be well neigh impossible.

•teamer BoraalU Bex, which plies on 
the Dlinoia river, Is interested in a com- 
pany which win operate a line of 
steamers on the Yukon river, Alaska, 
to the gold fields. The route from 
Seattle, Wash, to Juneau, Alaska, IB 
now covered by the vessels of the 
Fnciflc Coast Steamship company. 
From Juneau the Yukon Transporta- 
tion oompany will have two separate 
route* to Circle City, the objective 
]ioint. The freight route, by way of 
the Berhinp sea and mouth of the Yu- 
kon, is 4,780 miles; the passenger route 
by way of the Chilkoot pass and the 
nource of the Yukon is 2,093—the dis- 
tances computed from Seattle. 


This enterprise is advanced to facil- 


itate traffic into the gold regions of 
tho 
far north. 
Intercourse 
with 


miners who have made their fortunes 
in the Yukon country first drew Mr. 
Swain's attention to this field, and he 
is much interested in its resources 
nnd possibilities, and has made u 
thorough study of the country. He is 
ensured of the navigability of the Yu- 
kon and its tributaries, and says if 
transportation facilities for passen- 
gers and supplies are made adequate 
nnd rapid, the country will develop 
wonderfully. 


Alaska contains 617,000 square miles 


and has an extent of over 1,000 miles 
north and south and over 2,000 miles 
east and west. 
A range of high 


mountains parallel with the Pacific 
coast, about 60 miles inland, divides the 
country into two unequal parts—the 
narrow coast atrip, which has a mild, 
mo'st climate, and the interior Yukon 
basin where humidity Is an unknown 
quality.

The navigable tributaries of the Yukon 
are the Lewis, Pclly, Stewart, Tahken- 
na, Hootalinqua, Porcupine, Tannana. 
Avik, White, Birch and the Salmon, an<i 
ciany others, to the extent of several 
thousand miles. Prospectors can pene- 
trate by boat the most remote parts of 
the gold fields without hardships, get 
supplies without fail, work daring the 
entire mining season, and coming out 
at the close of the summer-spend their 
winter in milder climates.
